Wagon Drivers Union apdnst a 
single dairy resulted In a lock- 
out of dellverymen and inside 
workers by about 50 dairies af« 
flllated with two trade assocla* 
tlons. The "strike one-strlke 
all" agreement among the deal- 
ers halted deliveries to all retail 
outlets. 


Retail stores reported deple* 


tlon of milk and milk products 
Monday evening despite efforts 
of store operators to spread sup- 
plies by limiting purchases. 


Deliveries to hospitals contln* 


ued under special arrangements 
but not to most schools, stores, 
restaurants, hotels or homes, 


The lockout by the Associated 


Milk Dealers, toe, and the Chi- 
cago Area Dairymen's Associa- 
tion was in retaliation for a 
strike called by the drivers' un- 
ion against the Dean Foods Co., 
a 
major 
producer of dairy 


products. 


Thomas J. Haggerty, secre- 


tary-treasurer of Local 753 of 
the drivers union, said the walk- 
out was called because Dean 
eliminated 15 routes after the 
union's contract with the firm 
expired Sunday night. 


There were conflicting reports 


concerning effectiveness of the 
lockout. 
Haggerty claimed about 1,000 
of 5,000 drivers In his union 
were making deliveries from 
many small dairies which are 
not affiliated with either of the 
two trade associations. 


The union official predicted a 


number of separate contracts 
would be signed with individual 
dairies that belong to the two 
associations but which are un- 
willing to go along with the 
lockout. 
Morgan Murphy Jr., attorney 


for the Chicago Area Dairy- 
men's 
Association, 
disputed 


Haggerty*s claims. He said 
member dairies of the two asso- 
ciations are 100 per cent behind 
the lockout.

replaced. 


"Phillips refused to resign," 


the paper says, "and Jackson 
then moved to dismiss him. The 
board, in a meeting, blocked the 
firing, and Jackson then de- 
clined to assign or permit Phil- 
lips as being on the payroll with- 
out performing any duties. Jack- 
son also threatened to summon 
the press to the hospital and 
have them 'write up Phillips as 
being on the payroll without 
performing any duties.' Appar- 
ently as a compromise, Phillips 
was allowed to remain a few 
weeks, which together with his 
accrued leave time, permitted 
him to acquire sufficient serv- 
ice to qualify for the state re- 
tirement system by combining 
county and state service."

into the six*nation European 
Economic Community. 


No one was playing down the

tie Rock, an attorney for a 
number of the companies, said 
some of the terms mentioned in 
the directive were proper un- 
less used to misrepresent the 
policy to the public, 


Harkey said in essence that 


he had issued the directive in 
older that persons buying life 
and 
anounjty policies would 


know exactly what they had 
purchased. He said he would 
revise some - but not all - of 
the directive's wording.
